Alaska and the Commercial Company. 


Alaska has made more progress in 
the past five years than in the previous 
fifty—a progress which will be much 
increased during the coming year. The 
House Committee on Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries has feported to the House 
the result of its long and exhaustive 
investigation into the seal and fishery 
imdustries of Alaska. The committee 
makes the following, among other 
points: 

That if the existing law protecting 
seal life is enforced, the preservation 
of the seal rookeries will be assured, 
the revenues continued and increased, 
and the native inhabitants of the Seal 
Islands maintained without cost to the 
Government; that the Alaska Commer- 
cial Company has fully performed its 
contract with the Government and has 
contributed to the maintenance not 
only of the inhabitants of the Seal 
islands, but of the Aleuts on the 
Islands of Kodiak and the mainland; 
that the fur-seal industry will have 
paid into the United States Treasury 
over eight millions during the present 
lease; that the chief object of purchas- 
ing Alaska was to obtain possession of 


the valuable products of Bering Séa; 


that at the date of the cession of 
Alaska to the United States, Rugsia’s 
title to Bering Sea was undisputed, and 
that by virtue of the treaty of session 
the United States acquired title to all 
that portion of Bering Sea preseribed 
by the treaty. 

The committee reports a bill which 


requires the Secretary of the Treasury 


to advertise for bids, and make another 
lease of the Seal Islands within one 
year prior to the expiration of the 
present lease, so that there will be no 
cessation of responsibility. The duty 
on each fur shipped from the islands is 
increased from $2 to $3.50, to be paid 
by the lessee in addition to the $50,000 re- 
quired to be paid annually for the lease. 
It requires the President to. issue an 
annual proclamation of protection to 
the seal industry and cause one or 
more Government vessels to cruise in 
the sealing water 3, to prohibit the un- 


lawful killing of fur seals. Provision 1 


is made in the bill for the temporary 
protection of the valuable salmon fish- 
eries in Alaska, by prohibiting dams 


preventing the passage of spawning 
fisb up the rivers. 


A Year's Rural Progress. 


Advance sheets from the annual re- 
port of the State Board of Agriculture 
tell a most.encouraging story of prog- 
ress during the past year. 

‘California is no longer regarded 
abroad as a distant wonder land, but 
is known throughout the greater part 
of the civilized world as a modern 
Canaan, a land flowing witb milk and 
honey, where moderate labor, under 
smiling skies, yields the husbandman 
a wonderfully bounteous reward. The 
ever increasing swarm of immigrants 
to the State do not come to seek for 


gold, tut for homes—for ten or twenty 


acres upon which they may raise the 

vine, the fig, the olive or the orange. 
The report commends the proposi- 

tion for a London exhibit, believing 


that the result would be the attraction | pri 


of capital for investment, not. only in 
the establishment of small farms, but 


1 factories of all kinds. 


The advancement in fruit-growing 
and shipping during the past year is 
reported to have been most prodigious. 
The plan adopted by the organization 
of the California Fruit Union in the 
bandling‘of fruit has worked well, and 
the establishment of the auction methud 
of selling green and perishable products 
is one of the very best plans yet inau- 
gurated. Chicago is, so far, the chief 
market. although the prospects are good 
for both New York and Boston, which, 
with London for our dried and canned 
fruits, will soon overcome the cry of 
over-production. 

The State Board compliments itself 
in the report on the fuliness and ac- 
curacy.of its annual weather reports, 
issued under charge of Sergt. Bar- 
wick. Tothis self-commendation we 


must démur, for ample reasons already 


given on several occasions. The report 
says that the people of the State owe 
much to Sergt. Barwick.”” Maybe the 
Sacramento: Valley does, but Southern 
California certainly does not owe him 
anything but a grudge, for his want of 
fairness. | 

The estimated wheat crop for 1888 
is given at 27.750.000 bushels, against 
28,000,000 in 1887. Millers have done 
fairly well, although Oregon has cut 
into that business considerably. About 
2,000,000 barrels of flour were turned 
out in the State during the year. 

Regarding the rapidly growing busi- 
ness of raising fine horses, an industry 
which is going to take first place in 
California, the report has this to say: 

The business of the breeding and raising 


of horses of all kinds, from the fleety 


thoréughbred to the powerful Clyde, is on 
the increase, and. is one of the most success- 
ful induswies, There is money to be made 
in thiis-business, as the farmer who, by im- 
proved breeding, is enabled to sel! his sur- 
pius stock «at good prices, can readily sub- 
stantiate, while those who make ita busi- 
neus complain not of the returns made each 
season,

slumbering geyser. That night there was 
a sudden spouting of boiling water sent 
flying through the air and some piercing 
yells.

he bodies of the four Chinamen, scalded 
to de.th, were found later, some distance 
from the scene. The geyser spouted for 
three hours, and ‘then subsided.

THE WAGES OF SIN. 


A Marder Mystery -olved by Another 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 3.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The undiug of a murdered 
woman in the northeastern: section of the 
city with a bullet wound im her head at 
midnight last night has led to a terrible 
tragedy. About 2 o’clock this morning 
Henry Klaus, becoming alarmed at his 
daughter’s absence, went to the police sta- 
tion to report the fact.

Kiaus’s friends revealed the fact that she 
had deen keeping company with a street 
Caf conductor Known as Tom Linn, but no 
such person could be found, Further in- 
wiry revealed the identity of Linn as Otto 
ayser, who lived with his wife and two 
cuiidrun at Kensington aud Lehigh ave- 
nue. ‘The police suspected that he was the 
murderer and went to his house to arrest 
him. As no repiies came to their repeated 
knocks, the officers were about to break 
open the door, when it was hastily opened 
and they were met by a woman in her * 
clothing. with blood streaming ‘rom her 
thfoat and a baby in her arms. In the bed- 
room, stretched on the bed, with araz r at 
his side, lay Keyser, the blood pouring 
ma fatal wouud in his neck.

Scientific Researches and Discover- 
les of the Albatross. 
{National City Record | f 

The U. S. S. Albatross was coaling up 
at the National City railroad w on 

Tuesday and a large number of people 

were inspecting her fine equipments 

and large collection of Pacific Coast 
fish and submarine animals, plants, 
etc. The Albatross is pommanded by 

Capt. Tanner, and is in the service of 

the United States Fish Commissioners: 

She will make a trip to the Santa Bar- 


bara Islands, and other large islands 
near here. This trip will 
occupy about a month, when 


she will return here for coal, then 
go south and explore the waters of the 
Gulf of California. The object of this 
cruise is purely economic and scientific, 
and will extend for months to come 
along this coast. Prof. Gilbert is in 
cha of the scientific department, 


Their work consists in sounding and 
examining the fishing bauks, estimat- 
ing the value of food fish, their num- 
bers, etc., deep-sea dredging and classi- 
fication of the specimens brought up 
from different depths, ranging from 
60 to 4000 fathoms. 

One of the most interesting dis- 
coveries made here were some blind 
fish, found in the rocks on Point Loma 
peninsula, The ship's laboratory is a 
wonder to behold, being filled from 
floor to ceiling with glass jars and 
cases containing specimens of their suc- 
cess as dredgera and fishermen, pre- 
served in alcohol. 

The Albatross is lighted by electric- 
ity, and has allthe modern appliances 
for comfort and accuracy in their work.

A. Insley of Westminster re- 
ported that, after a thorough canvass, 
he found 97 favorable to the e 
three opposed and seven neutral. 

Mr. — nett of Garden Grove re- 
ported that a thorough canvass re- 
vealed the fact that but one man re- 
fused to sign a petition favoring county 
division; all others favor it. 

Mr. Bullard of Tustinspokeearnestly 
in favor of county division, stating, in 
substance, that self-interest, conven- 
ience and the general prosperity of our 
end of the county demanded it. He 
cluimed that the opposition of Atia- 
heim was caused by jealousy. He

The secretary then read a report to

THK KARTA. 


They Want to Gobble Up the Rust 
ness Worked Up by Excu 
Agente—'xcursion Agents in 
Make a Kick— Other Matters and 
Things. 


The regular spring travel between Los 
Angeles and the watering places began in 
good shape yesterday. Every train to Santa 
Monica and Long Beach was crowded, It 
is a little too chilly to go in bathing yet 
awhile, but a few more warm days such as 
Los Angeles has been favored with during 
the past week, will cause people to dig up 
their old bathing suits of last season. 

The Southern Pacific people are be- 
ginning to pack their traps at the old depot, 
and the process of moving to the new 
Wolfskill depot will begin in a few days.

In no devariment of * Pacific Coast rail- 
roading has there been so marked a growth 
during the past year as in second-class pas- 
Senger business. This owing, in a great 
measure, to the operations. of tourist agents 
who have —— time, money aud much 
energy to working up excursions, The busi- 
ness was inaugurated a little less than three 

ears ago by a lvcal agency, which hit upon 
the plan of making up parties of thirty or 
forty people, hiring a second-class or for 
their accommodation, and fitting it up with 
mattresses, blunkets, etc., at an advance on 
the ordinary third-class rate of 65. This 
poe continued for some time, the excursions 
or parties were « xtensively advertised, and 

in time became generaliy popular. Such 
inroads were made io the busi.ess of the 
other lines that the competing agents de- 
cided also to run excursions. Third-class 
ties then became. eneral. The Erie, the 
Wabash atid the Kock Island started them; 
then the business was strenuously fought 
for, and a great deal of rancor was aroused 


over it. 

“Finally T. H. Goodman issued an edict 
on the subject, notifying agents that the 
Southern Pacific did not countenance this 
method of doing business. But even this 
tid not put a stop to the system. Tue truth 
pf the matter was that first-class rates were 
yo high that people of moderate means 
could not afford to travel. By improving 
the cars and placing a few little conven- 
fences at the dispusal of passengers, many 
who would never go east were induced to 
takeatrip. From one car the excursions 
begun to grow until four and five curs were 
the average.
